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Brewery tower a go 


$30M development 
to include condos, 
Keith Hall restoration

Metro Halifax 

Council OK'd the 21-storey Brew¬ 
ery Market tower following last 
night's public hearing, much to the 
dismay of future 
neighbours and her¬ 
itage advocates. 

Councillors voted 
17-3 to amend the 
municipal planning 
strategy to allow the 
$30-million Halkirk 
Properties develop¬ 
ment, which includes 
a mixed use tower, 
restoration of Keith Hall and con¬ 
struction of luxury condos in 
Halkirk House. 

Bill Campbell of Halkirk said the 
project, which has been six years in 
the making, involved a lot of hard 
work, especially with city staff. 

"Hopefully we can get through 
the rest of the process and get on 
with it," Campbell said. 

Downtown Coun. Dawn Sloane, 
Eastern Passage Coun. Jackie 
Barkhouse and Lower Sackville 
Coun. Bob Harvey voted against it. 

Sloane said she's not against 
progress, but she has to represent 


the young people who said the de¬ 
velopment would affect their qual¬ 
ity of life. 

"I am very torn on this, but I 
have to go with what my heart 
says," she said. 

"My heart says if we had HRM by 
Design in place we probably wouldn't 
have to go through this crap every 
time we talk about the downtown." 

Purcells Cove Coun. Linda 
Mosher said if you 
can't put a tall build¬ 
ing downtown, where 
can you put it? 

"Halifax needs to 
attract and retain our 
young professionals," 
Mosher said. 

Heritage Trust pres¬ 
ident Philip Pacey said 
that while he's greatly 
disappointed in the decision, he's 
pleased that so many spoke out in 
favour of preserving heritage 
streetscapes in the brewery district. 

"It's not fair to allow somebody 
to go to 21 storeys to overwhelm 
these buildings, to put them into 
shadow," Pacey said. 

He called the amendment "ad 
hoc," adding that all residents of 
Halifax and Dartmouth should be 
worried that other developers will 
apply and receive similar excep¬ 
tions from council to build tall 
buildings near their homes.

Rural firefighters refusing to work 


Safety dispute centres 
on numbers needed to 
enter burning building

Firefighters at 10 rural fire stations 
refused to work yesterday. 

It's all in protest relating to a re¬ 
cent decision by Nova Scotia Occu¬ 
pational Health and Safety, which 
says at least four firefighters must 
be present before they enter a 
burning building. 


expect delays 

Until the safety dispute is 
resolved, if a building goes up 
in flames, there will likely be a 
delay in response as volunteers 
are called in to replace the 
full-time firefighters. 


But the union and Fire Services 
have a different opinion on what 
constitutes four firefighters. 

"The career (firefighters) see it 
as they want four people on the 
fire truck ready to respond to a 
structure fire," said Mike LeRue, 


divisional chief. "We're saying 
when the alarm goes off to a struc¬ 
ture fire or any fire, multiple sta¬ 
tions respond so there will be four 
people there." 

Until the dispute is worked out 
— both sides are meeting with the 
Department of Labour this morn¬ 
ing — 20 full-time firefighters are 
refusing to work because they 
consider it unsafe. 

LeRue said he knows there will 
be a concern and said the volun¬ 
teers were told last night what was 
going on. 

Coun. David Hendsbee asked for 


a staff report at council yesterday 
to clarify what the HRM can do in 
response to the four-firefighter 
rule. He also wants to know if this 
will cause a fiscal strain on the mu¬ 
nicipality in order to comply. 

LeRue said he expects there may 
be inspectors from the Department 
of Labour out to interview off- 
work firefighters today, but noth¬ 
ing will happen to them. 

"They have a right to refuse to 
work," LeRue said. "If the Depart¬ 
ment of Labour deems it safe for 
them to work, they will be ordered 
back to work."

Chebucto Rd. group 
continues protests 


Residents vow to 
make widening 
an election issue

Chebucto Road residents 
may have lost the fight 
against the city's road 
widening project, but 
they're not content to re¬ 
main idle. 

About 30 people marched 
outside city hall last night 
chanting, waving "People, 
not Cars" signs and wearing 
yellow Chebucto Road 
Neighbourhood Association 
t-shirts. 

"If they can do it and 
spend $2 million of tax dol¬ 
lars ... what are they going 
to do for the next neigh¬ 
bourhoods? That's what 
we're here for," said 
Chebucto Road resident and 
association member Car¬ 
olyn King, who allowed the 
city to buy a portion of her 
yard. 

And her group is deter¬ 
mined to make road widen¬ 
ing an issue during this fall's 
municipal election.

Council voted last week 
to proceed with the $2.08- 
million tender on the 
widening project of 
Chebucto at Mumford 
roads, after it was defeated 
by a tie-breaker the week 
before. 

The project was previ¬ 
ously approved 15-9. 

Laena Garrison of the 
Ecology Action Centre said 
council's decision to spend 
$2 million on the project 
isn't wise, especially con¬ 
sidering the public opposi¬ 
tion, skyrocketing gas 
prices and provincial com¬ 
mitment to reduce green¬ 
house gases.

Prison guards will get to use 
pepper spray and batons when 
transporting prisoners, but 
they won't come until late fall. 

Justice Minister Cecil 
Clarke announced a timeline 
yesterday, on the deadline of a 
compliance order to give 
guards new weapons. 

First training courses are 
being designed and taught, so 
pepper spray won't be used 
until October 30, while batons 
won't come into use until De¬ 


cember 29. 

Union leaders and opposi¬ 
tion criticized the delay, saying 
the government is stalling. 
They questioned the need for 
training when guards are al¬ 
ready trained to use pepper 
spray inside facilities, and 
some are trained to use batons. 

"We're curious as to what 
additional training is required 
if they're already trained to 
use them in a facility... and 
why would it take until Octo¬ 
ber and November to get this 
training done?" said Liberal 
Justice Critic Michel Samson.

Respite care 
times doubled 

SUPPORT Nova Scotians 
caring for sick family mem¬ 
bers will see further support 
from the province.

He said he's hearing mur¬ 
murs of relief from the asso¬ 
ciation's members, which 
include hotel, guest house 
and restaurant owners.

able."

Morton said he's happy to 
hear numbers aren't down, 
but he'll be surprised to see 
any growth in the number 
of tourists to the province 


over the summer. 

Morton's also the general 
manager of White Point 
Beach Resort in southwestern 
Nova Scotia and said his area 
is dealing with its own set of 
difficulties with concerns 
about the future of the Digby- 
Saint John ferry service. 

But for the most part, 
what he's hearing and seeing 
at his own resort is "so far so 
good," he said. 

"We're really hopeful that 
the season's going to hold its 
own," he said.

Witness claims 
defendant visited 
facility in Pakistan 

Alleged terrorist Mohammad 
Momin Khawaja returned 
from a Pakistani training 
camp excited about having 
fired machine guns and a 
rocket launcher, a court was 
told today. 

The Ottawa software de¬ 
veloper went to Afghanistan 


in July 2003 to attend a 
training camp set up in a 
mountainous region of Pak¬ 
istan near the Afghanistan 
border where he fired an AK- 
47 assault rifle, rocket pro¬ 
pelled grenade and a light 
machine gun, Crown witness 
Mohammed Junaid Babar 
testified. 

"He was excited and he en¬ 
joyed it," said Babar in de¬ 
scribing Khawaja's demeanor 
when he returned to Lahore 


after about three or four days 
at the camp. 

Khawaja went to the camp 
with Omar Khyam, a ring¬ 
leader in the failed London 
bombing plot, for which 
Khawaja is an accused par¬ 


ticipant. 

Earlier, the judge reviewed 
complaints that Babar's evi¬ 
dence was hearsay. 

After Justice Douglas 
Rutherford ruled he would 
weigh the value of the evi¬ 


dence later, Babar continued 
to testify about people in¬ 
volved in jihad-related mat¬ 
ters from the United 
Kingdom to Pakistan. 

Khawaja ^ 29, who once 
worked as a contract em¬ 
ployee for the Department of 
Foreign Affairs, is accused of 
building detonators that 
were intended for use in 
blowing up a London night¬ 
club and strategic infrastruc¬ 
ture sites. 


He pleaded not guilty to 
the seven terror-related of¬ 
fences. 

Babar, 33, is a key figure in 
a failed London bombing 
plot, which was hatched be¬ 
tween November 2003 and 
March 2004. 

In exchange for immunity, 
Babar agreed to testify 
against Khawaja just as he 
did against the bomb plotters 
in London.

Federal Court coming 
to aide of refugees 


Reversing decisions 
made by Board of 
Immigration 

In a series of stunning deci¬ 
sions, the Federal Court of 
Canada has jumped to the 
defence of Mexican women 
trying to stay in Canada to 
escape violence and 
abuse. 

Six rulings in the 
last six weeks tossed 
aside decisions by 
the Immigration and 
Refugee Board. In 
one case, the board 
had declared that a 
17-year-old girl's kidnapping 
and rape by the Los Zetas 
drug gang was "horrific" but 
wasn't bad enough to meet 
the threshold of "atrocious 
and appalling." 

All must now return to a 
different panel of the refugee 


board to have their case re¬ 
heard for a final decision on 
whether they can stay. 

"We are very thankful. 
Canadian people are very 
humanitarian," said one of 
the woman seeking asylum 
in Canada, who wished to re¬ 
main anonymous.

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CFL needs to have sexy season 


A nother CFL season kicks off 
tomorrow night, which ex¬ 
cites us because we enjoy the 
league and have cared about its wel¬ 
fare for decades. But let’s tell it like 
it is. 

The CFL hasn’t provided much en¬ 
tertainment for years. Oh, the 
league’s propagandists and their at- 
tached-at-the-hip shills on the air¬ 
waves like to go on ad nauseum 
about how thrilling their games 
have been, but take it from a guy 
who hasn’t missed more than five or 
six in 15 years: The CFL ain’t what it 
used to be. 

Scoring has decreased substan¬ 
tially. So have big plays and game- 
breakers. Conspicuous by their 
absences have been the dazzling 
kick returns from Gizmo Williams 
and Pinball Clemons, the magical 
scrambles from Doug Flutie and Jeff 
Garcia and Matt Dunigan, the 


bombs from Warren 
Moon, the impossible 
catches from Darren 
Flutie and Allen Pitts, 
the remarkable runs 
from Mike Pringle. 

The truth is that, 
unless you’re fond of 
defence, the CFL has 
come up short since 
2000 . And, with the 
NFL threatening to invade Toronto — 
arguably the CFL’s most significant 
city — this simply must be a banner 
year for Canadian football. 

Unfortunately, there aren’t many 
new faces inspiring excessive enthu¬ 
siasm. There’s certainly been the 
usual off-season recycling, though. 
The Saskatchewan Roughriders 
could no longer afford quarter¬ 
back/MVP Kerry Joseph so they dis¬ 
patched him to the Argonauts. The 
Edmonton Eskimos acquired the 
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Argos’ veteran kicker, 
Noel Prefontaine, 
after Toronto reac¬ 
quired Mike Vander- 
jagt, who wore out 
his NFL welcome. And 
Bob O’Billovich 
moved from his front- 
office position with 
the B.C. Lions to be 
come the newest gen¬ 
eral manager of the Hamilton 
Tiger-Cats. 

And there will be four new head 
coaches, although the Montreal 
Alouettes’ Marc Trestman is the 
only true greenhorn. Rich Stubler 
and Ken Miller were promoted from 
their assistant coaching positions in 
Toronto and Saskatchewan, respec¬ 
tively. And John Hufnagel, an offen¬ 
sive guru who was a CFL QB and 
assistant coach in the 1980 s and 
1990 s, replaces the fired Tom Hig¬ 


gins as the Calgary Stampeders’ 
head coach. 

Higgins is the CFL’s new officiat¬ 
ing supervisor, which is confusing 
since he never seemed to under¬ 
stand the league’s rules in the first 
place. But let’s refrain from picking 
on Higgins. For now. 

For the record, I’m picking Huf- 
nagel’s Stamps to win the Grey Cup, 
I suspect the Ticats will improve 
while the Als will sputter, and I 
think Calgary QB Henry Burris will 
emerge as the CFL’s top player. 

But I’ll have a thorough CFL pre¬ 
view tomorrow — including predic¬ 
tions, players to watch for and a 
look at this week’s games — in the 
first 2008 instalment of my weekly 
CFL Report, exclusively at 
www.metronews.ca.

a cultural centre housed in 
what used to be several state- 
owned factories including 
Factory 798, which originally 
produced military machin¬ 
ery. 

Artists and cultural organ¬ 
izations began to colonize the 
factory spaces in 2002, and 
it's now home to galleries, art 
centres, artists' studios, de¬ 
sign companies, restaurants 
and bars as well as the new 
Ullens Centre for Contempo¬ 
rary Art. 

3. HUTONG TOUR — Take a 
ride on a bicycle-driven rick¬ 
shaw through the city's his¬ 
toric "hutong" district, where 
many of the residents still 
live in traditional quadrangle 
dwellings. 

4. THE OLYMPIC STADIUMS 

— Visit the newly built 
Olympic stadiums including 
the Bird's Nest and Cube 
Aquatics Centre. 

5. LEARN ABOUT BEIJING 
HISTORY AT THE CAPITAL 
MUSEUM — This recently 
opened museum features the 
history of Beijing and Chinese 
architecture — a must for 
anyone who wants to know 
more about the capital. Open 
9 a.m. to 4 p.m. (closed every 
Monday). 

6. EXPLORE THE GREAT 
WALL — China started 
building the Great Wall since 
before it was a nation. The 


best-known section of the 
Wall is Badaling in the moun¬ 
tains of Yanqing County. 

For an alternative view, 
visit the Juyongguan Pass, 
just south of Badaling, in 
Changping County and a bit 
nearer to Beijing. The most 
recently restored part of the 
Wall, it spans one of the nine 
passes crossed by the Wall. 

7. THE FORBIDDEN CITY — 

It took a million labourers 
and 100,00 artisans to com¬ 
plete the first version of this 
imperial palace between 
1406 and 1420, during the 
Ming Dynasty. The total area 
of the complex is an impres¬ 
sive 183 acres, so it takes 
quite a while to walk 
through, especially if you 
want to have a close look at 
all there is to see. There are 
999 rooms in the museum, 
although not all can be vis¬ 
ited. For a spectacular aerial 
view over The Forbidden 
City, walk to the top of the 
Coal Hill in Jingshan Park. 

8. PANJIAYUAN MARKET — 

The mother of all antique 
markets, Panjiayuan is home 
to 3,000 dealers who scour 
the countryside in search of 
antiques, family heirlooms 
and curios. This is the place 
to go for everything from 
1930 silk qipao dresses to 
1990 ding-looking furniture 
and almost everything in be¬ 
tween. Open only on week¬ 
end mornings. 


9. TEA STREET — Tea Street 
was originally called "Iris 
Street." It now houses eight 
wholesale markets and more 
than 600 tea shops selling 
more than 500 different vari¬ 
eties of tea leaves. The street 
is close to West Beijing Rail¬ 
way Station. 

10. CHILL OUT IN HOU 

HAI — Lotus Lane is the hap¬ 
pening district of the Hou Hai 
lake area, where there are a 
number of small eateries and 
interesting bars, many with 
live music. There are also 
several shops selling art. 

11. BOAT OR SKATE IN THE 
SUMMER PALACE — One of 

the best parks in the city, it 
was established as a retreat 
for emperors to escape the 
scorching summer heat. 

Walk along the famous 
Long Corridor, the covered 
walkway that runs alongside 
the park's Lake Kunming — 
it's the longest painted corri¬ 
dor in the world according to 
the Guinness Book of World 
Records. Also on the shore of 
the lake is the Marble Boat, 
the lakeside pavillion where 
royals used to take tea. 

12. FLY A KITE IN TIANAN¬ 
MEN SQUARE — It's easy to 
buy a kite in Beijing. In spring 
and autumn, flying a kite in 
Tiananmen Square is the per¬ 
fect way to enjoy this tradi¬ 
tional activity to the fullest.

State of Shock 
returns to town 
after a big year

Metro Halifax 

S tate of Shock still 
counts last year's 
Canada Day concert on 
Citadel Hill as one of the most 
surreal in its career. 

"That was the beginning of 
our touring, and to be put in 
front of that many people 
that off the bat was pretty 
amazing," guitarist Jesse 
Wainwright said. 

The Vancouver-based 
group had recently released 
its album, Life, Love & Lies, 
and was touring Canada¬ 
wide with Nickelback. The 
July 1 performance saw 
more 25,000 people show up 
for the gig, which also fea¬ 


tured Hedley, Default, Finger 
Eleven, Staind and Daughtry. 

"The last song we played 
was the one everyone 
knows," said Wainwright, re¬ 
ferring to his band's hit single 
Money Honey. "To have thou¬ 
sands singing that song was a 
pretty good feeling." 

"We are anxious to get 


back," added the guitarist, 
who performs at The Mar- 
rquee Club tomorrow night. 

Sales of the band's single 
recently surpassed 40,000 
copies stateside, and became 
one of the top requested 
songs on satellite radio. That 
success saw State of Shock 
sign with Universal Republic 


Records in the United States. 

"That is probably one of 
the best feelings a band can 
have," Wainwright said about 
the group's grassroots suc¬ 
cess. "To cross stateside, 
strictly on shear requests, and 
the song went to No. 1, that is 
a pretty good feeling. 

He said band members 


were banging their heads 
against the wall for a good 
half year trying to figure out 
how to get into the U.S. mar¬ 
ket and sign that record deal. 
People warned them the in¬ 
dustry was too commercial, 
too pop for the group's sound. 
'As soon the single hit No. 1, 
within six hours every major 
label had called us," Wain¬ 
wright said. "It probabably 
never happens fast enough 
for a band — but it has been 
pretty quick for us and we 
feel fortunate that way."

A group of local storytellers 
will be spinning tales this Fri¬ 
day night — all in Gaelic. The 
performance, a rare threat for 
audiences, will see new and 
native speaker tell age-old 
and contemporary stories. 

"It is all done in the spirit of 
a long Nova Scotian tradi¬ 
tion," said Marc Almon. 
"Some will be hundreds of 
years old while others may 
have just been composed last 
week. A local filmmaker, 
Almon is the chair of the 
Gaelic Language Society of 
Halifax, a group working to 
promote the use of the lan¬ 
guage, which was once spo¬ 
ken in a number of

communities across the 
province. "We thought this 
would be a great way to bring 
a part of Nova Scotia's past 
and present Gaelic culture to 
people to enjoy," said Almon. 

Among the storytellers tak¬ 
ing part in the event — Na 
Sgeulaichean in Gaelic — are 
Catriona Parsons, Joe Mur¬ 
phy, Shannon MacDonald and 
Lewis MacKinnon, from the 
Office of Gaelic Affairs. 

Three additional presenters 
— Shay MacMullin, Patrick 
Bennett and Donnie MacDon¬ 
ald— are newcomers, having 
just started to study the lan¬ 
guage. 

Almon is also learning the 
language. 

A Cape Bretoner, he be¬ 
came more interested in it 
after making the Gaelic-lan- 


guage film The Wake Of 
Calum MacLeod. The short 
film is about a storyteller who 
no longer has an audience be¬ 
cause his children moved 
away from Cape Breton and 
there is no one around him 
who speaks Gaelic. 

This is the second time the 
society holds an evening like 
this. More than 80 people at¬ 
tended last year's sold-out 
show at The Citadel. To ac¬ 
commodate more people this 
time, the event is being held 
at The Music Room. 

"It was really exciting, be¬ 
cause here we are in an age 
where we are bombarded 
with stories in newspapers, 
YouTube and on TV, and yet 
there is still this desire for that 
traditional form of oral story¬ 
telling," Almon said.

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Carlin first posthumous Twain honouree 


The John F. Kennedy Center 
for the Performing Arts said 
Monday it would go ahead 
with plans to present its 
Mark Twain Prize for Amer¬ 
ican Humor to the late 
George Carlin, making him 
the first comedian so hon¬ 
oured posthumously. 

Carlin, the counter-cul¬ 
ture figure famed for his 
provocative stand-up rou¬ 
tines on such subjects as 
profanity, drugs and the de¬ 
mise of humankind, died 


Sunday at age 71 after com¬ 
plaining of heart problems 
earlier in the day. 

The Kennedy Center had 
only announced days before 
that Carlin was selected as 
the 11th recipient of its 
prestigious Mark Twain 
award, an honor bestowed 
annually at a black-tie gala 
televised on the Public 
Broadcasting Service net¬ 
work PBS. 

"He was thrilled that he 
was chosen ... and today 



Carlin died Sunday at 71. 


was the day we were sup¬ 
posed to talk on the phone 
about potential guests," said 
Mark Krantz, an executive 


producer of the show. After 
consulting with Carlin's 
family and PBS, the 
Kennedy Center decided to 
go forward with the cere¬ 
mony as scheduled on Nov. 
10 . 

The show, taped at the 
Kennedy Center in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., will air on PBS 
at a date to be announced. 

For Carlin's ceremony, 
producers will stick with 
the usual format described 
by Krantz as "a funny cele¬ 


bration of a career," with 
friends and peers telling 
stories and anecdotes and 
introducing clips of his 
work. 

"He has a 50-year career 
to look back on," Krantz 
said. 

"He was the first host of 
'Saturday Night Live. He did 
130 Johnny Carson shows, 
he did 13 or more HBO spe¬ 
cials, he's won four Gram¬ 
my s." 

The Mark Twain prize is 


named for the 19th-century 
novelist, essayist and hu¬ 
morist whose given name 
was Samuel Clemens, au¬ 
thor of such classics as The 
Adventures of Tom Sawyer 
and The Adventures of 
Huckleberry Finn. 

Contrary to Carlin's can¬ 
tankerous stage persona, 
Krantz said the comedian 
was a "nice guy, and very 
Mark Twain-like in his ob¬ 
servations."

Cinema’s robots show soul

Machines often 
have sinister 
aims in film roles

If there's a villain in Wall-E, 
the animated Pixar feature 
opening this week, it's Auto, 
a wheel-like robot with a 
very familiar red eye glow¬ 
ing, Cyclops-like, in the cen¬ 
tre of its hub. You can be 
certain that the designers 
and animators at Pixar knew 
perfectly well that they were 
borrowing the single most 
recognizable bit of HAL, the 
villain of Stanley Kubrick's 
epochal 1968 film 2001: A 
Space Odyssey. 

There had been robots in 
movies before 2001; the most 
iconic were probably Gort, 
the muscle brought by aliens 


to Earth in The Day The 
Earth Stood Still, and Robby, 
the bulbous robot who began 
his long career in 1956's The 
Forbidden Planet. 

The modern era of movie 
sci-fi began with Kubrick's 
film, however, and with it a 
major shift in the roles of ro¬ 
bots — from dumb machines 
limited to the confines of 
their programming to mecha¬ 
nisms at the dawn of con¬ 
sciousness, seeded with what 
can only be called a soul. 

Pixar's Wall-E is just such 
a creature, left alone with is 
single programmed task for 
centuries, during which the 
cute little trash compactor 
develops emotions, schooled 
by a discarded videocassette 
of Hello Dolly. The film's 
bleakest joke is that Wall-E 
and his fellow robots have 
more personality than the 
adipose blobs humans have 


evolved into during cen¬ 
turies adrift in space. 

Ever since Keir Dullea shut 
down HAL in 2001, in a scene 
where the malevolent com¬ 
puter evoked more bathos 
than any single human in the 
film, movies have returned 
again and again to robots 
with either humanoid shapes 
or recognizably human emo¬ 
tions. With the exception of 
C3-PO in Star Wars, it's a 
general rule that humanoid 
robots in movies will likely 
have a sinister agenda — 
think the original Termina¬ 
tor, Sonny in the recent 
movie adaptation of Isaac 
Asimov's I, Robot, Yul Bryn- 
ner's Gunslinger in West- 
world and False Maria, the 
striking art deco robot in 
Fritz Lang's Metropolis. 
Squat, diminutive robots like 
Wall-E, toddler-like in pro¬ 
portion and demeanor, are 


inevitably benevolent — 
think R2-D2, Johnny Five in 
Short Circuit, and Huey, 
Dewey and Louie, the wad¬ 
dling mailboxes in the 
dystopic Silent Running. 

All these movies seem to 
be working overtime to 
imagine the day when our 
creations attain conscious¬ 
ness, and humanity becomes 
the same sort of inattentive, 
negligent creator that we 
suspect God to be in our 
darker moments. 

At their best, we hope 
they're like Wall-E, blessed 
and befuddled with our own 
doubts and wonder and vital 
but inefficient emotions. In a 
worst case scenario, like HAL 
or Auto, they pursue their 
programming and merciless 
logic and our very existence 
is called into doubt by newly- 
minted robot atheists who no 
longer believe in us.

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McAvoy's challenge 
with rote? Eating

James McAvoy may be Hol¬ 
lywood's newest action hero 
but the unassuming gentle¬ 
man sipping green tea while 
doing interviews to promote 
his latest film is not your 
prototypical power man. 

He doesn't have the build 
of, say, The Rock. Nor the 
swagger of Jason Statham. 
The guy once played a half¬ 
goat in The Chronicles Of 
Narnia for crying out loud! 
He can't really be the next big 
action hero, can he? 

Well, with his latest movie 
Wanted, it's about to change 
for James McAvoy. In the 
film, he plays a nervous loser 
who becomes an incredibly 
gifted fighter after he's taken 
in by a fraternity of "super- 
sensory trained assassins". 
The film features some stun¬ 
ning cinematography and 
huge stunts, particularly one 
favourite of McAvoy's that 
involved leaping from a 
moving car just before it got 
sideswiped. "There were no 
wires and there were no 


mats," brags the actor. 

Surprisingly, it wasn't the 
demanding stunts that were 
the most challenging aspect 
of making Wanted. McAvoy 
gained over 25 pounds of 
muscle for the part. 

"I don't know how much I 
bulked up," laughs the 29- 
year-old Scottish actor. "I 
didn't get ridiculously large 
at all but I put on a lot of 
weight for me." 

In order to add that weight, 
the slim actor (he only weighed 
137 lbs before filming) was re¬ 
quired to do two months of in¬ 
tense training. His daily 
regimen included fight-train¬ 
ing, kickboxing, weapons, 
weights and interval training. 

"Eating," McAvoy blurts 
out about what the hardest 
part of it all was. "I had to eat 
like a trooper, man." 

For all his hard work how¬ 
ever, McAvoy shares no am¬ 
bition to become the next 
great action hero. In fact, he's 
happy to hang up his gloves 
for a while. "We might make 
another one of these one day 
but until then, I don't think 
I'll go back."

stitutes. 


The DVD set of season 2 
of The Fugitive — the ‘ 60 s

According to a story in 
Variety this week, the score 
for the second season

Untangling 
the legal knots created by 
the show’s music editor,

except for Rugolo’s intro 
and outro credit themes, a 
move that fans have called 
“sickening,” while stating 
that they would be return¬ 
ing their purchases. 

Before the dawn of the 
lucrative DVD business, 
music contracts on TV 
shows made no provision 
for royalties or rights after 
original runs and syndica¬ 
tion. Today, music is nego¬ 
tiated with clauses that 
bear impressively inclusive 
language reserving right of 


usage for “any and all 
media now known or here¬ 
inafter devised.” 

This wasn’t the case as 
recently as a decade ago, 
and profits from DVD sets 
have been diminished by 
the necessity of paying be¬ 
tween ten and forty thou¬ 
sand dollars US per track — 
the Variety story recalls 
that licensing Motown 
songs for season one of 
Murphy Brown cost a mil¬ 
lion dollars, while rights is¬ 
sues probably means that 
shows like The Wonder 
Years will either hit the 
market with their music 
stripped out or not at all. 

While CBS Paramount 
executives refrained from 
answering Variety’s queries 
about the Fugitive set in 
favour of a press statement 
explaining their actions, 
the editor of the web site 
TVShowsOnDVD.com told 


the trade paper that moves 
like this are pushing fans 
into buying pirate sets, or 
illegal downloads, which 
you’d think someone in 
marketing or PR at Viacom 
would have figured out by 
now. 

In somewhat related 
news, it seems that pilot 
episodes of two more fall 
shows — Steven Bochco’s 
legal drama Raising The 
Bar and Leverage, a TNT 
show starring Timothy 
Hutton — hit the online 
file-sharing networks this 
week. 

You’d start to think, at 
this point, that Hollywood 
woke up one morning with 
a newfound deathwish, 
and an ambition to see 
how quickly they can go 
the way of Vaudeville or 
the telegraph.
